It is reported in Jefferson City that Gov. 
Stephens has already sent to the Senate 
the names of from 30 to 40 appointees to fill 
vacancies occurring at this period. That 
they have not been acted upon is thought 
to be due to Mr. Dockery’s activity in pre- 
venting action by the Senate.

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Evidence Presented to the Grandjury Charging That a 


Member of the House of Delegates Bought Off a 
State’s Witness in Murder Trial Now in Progress, 


Circuit Attorney Joseph W. Folk has 
asked the grandjury to indict a member 
of th« House of Delegates for alleged tam- 
pering with a prosecuting witness in a mur- 
der case now on trial. 

The grandjury resumed its sittings at 2 
o'clock Friday afternoon. 

Mr. Folk has appeared before the grand- 
jury with the witness who makes the 
charges and has laid before the indicting 
body the written offer of the bribemaker to 
pay, or rather lend, $50 to the prosecuting 
witness, and pledges that the witness shall 
not be prosecuted if he fails to appear in 
court and give testimony against the de- 
fendant. 

From the. definite nature of the evidence 
presented to the grandjury Circuit Attorney 
Folk feels sure that an indictment will be 
returned. The penalty for this offense on 
conviction is two years in the penitentiary. 

Other cases wherein prosecuting witnesses 
are alleged to have been bribed are now 
being investigated by Mr. Folk with a view 
to bringing the guilty persons to the atten- 


‘tion of the grandjury. Chief of Detectives 
| Desmond has furnished the circuit attorney 


with men to assist in the investigation. 

This is only the inception of a warfare 
to be waged against the grafters with which 
Mr, Folk says he finds the Four Courts has 
been infésted for years. Every Instance of 
“‘grafting,’’ he declares, will be prosecuted 
until the system is eradicated. 

“It bas been in vogue so long that the 
grafters have come to believe that the sys- 
tem is all right,’’ said the circuit attorney 
to the Post-Dispatch Friday. 

“T have already presented to the grand- 


jury the papers in the case of this meniber

against the defendant. It is a murder case. 
The member of the House ts prominent."’ 

Discussing his campaign against the 
grafters, Mr. Folk said to the Post-Dis- 
patch: 

“I find case after case where the prose- 
cuting witness has been offered money by 
someone representing the defendant, not to 
appear at the trial. It seems to be nothing 
unusual for important witnesses for the 
state to be spirited away by some influence. 

“There are a class of fellows who make 
it their business to ‘fix’ prosecuting and 
other witnesses for the state. This practice 
has grown until some of the grafters are 
so bold as to boast of their smartness in 
this regard. 

“Section 2041, Revised Statutes, 1599, 
makes it a crime, punishable by two years’ 
imprisonment in the penitentiary, to in- 
duce, by bribery or any other means, a4 
competent witness in a felony case not to 
appear at the trial. The bribe-taker is ad- 
judged equally guilty. 

“This is a crime of a most atrocious na- 
ture, as it poisons the very fountainhead 
of justice. I wish to serve notice on the 
grafters and fixers that I propose to use 
all the power of my office and the ma- 
chinery of the state to put an emphatic 
stop to this practice. I shall bring a‘i such 
cases to the aitention of the grandjury 
and those guilty will be unished. Anyone 
who tampers with a state’s witness will 
be prosecuted. 

“I think the situation demands vigorous 
action against these polluters of justice 


and buzzards of the bar, and I shali ask 
the court to give this matter special at- 
ore in the charge to the next grand-

WAS HEGEN ROBERTS BROTHER | 


‘Letter Found Among the Effects of| 
Abraham Roberts Who Died at 
San Francisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.—The contents 
of a letter found among the effects of the 
late Abraham Roberts, who died on Jan. 9, 
in a room on Howard street, has led the 
coroner to believe that the deceased may | 
have been a brother to Earl Roberts, the 
distinguished British general. 

The letter in question was written on Nov. 
2, 1894, by Harry Roberts, a brother of the

Ill. In thts letter the passage occurs:
